advocated that gates be put at onrmost 
important street crossings, but in all 
my search I could never find an official 
having any authority ^vested in him 
by law that had not been seen and 
fixed." With this he dismissed the sub- 
ject. Here is food for reflection. 
It 


seems to ua here is a very large rnoss- 
oovered pebble in that "even current of 
justice" m our temple of iniquity, and 
it is getting up very close to the foun- 
tain, and, not withstanding this fact, 
"there are other pebbles on the beach" 
likely to roll into this self-same cur- 
rent.

CINCINNATI. 


An Expert Hired tor Three Dollars a Day 


and All Expenses to See Whether W« 


Would Get Hard or Soft Water By 


the Wells-Proposed Change In 


the Lighting at the Pumping 


Station. 


John Homer was very much in evi- 


dence last night 'at the meeting of 
the water works board. Mr. Homer 
seemed to know what he wanted, and 
went after- it in such a manner that 
he got it. 
He opened the ball by 


moving^that the control of the flushing 
of the fire plugs be placed in the hands 
of the fire ohief, with instructions to 
flush them once or twice a week. Mr. 
Homer said that the plugs were in bad 
shape, many of them being filled with 
sand. In order to secure the best pro- 
tection for the city from fire it was 
necessary to have the plugs in good 
shape. 
Mr. Homer's motion carried. 


Mr. Homer made another motion 


which will meet with the approval of 
all tax-payers* He said he wanted to 
introduce a little system in the man- 
agement of the water works. 
With 


that end in view, he moved that here- 
after at the end of each month the 
engineer and superintendent present a 
requisition to the trustees of what 
they shall need the coming month and 
that until this has baen passed upon 
no supplies shall be purchased. This 
was ajfreed to, but the rule does not 
become operative until the first of July. 


It has been the custom heretofore for 


the waterworks 
force to buy any old 


thing that came along, without con- 
sulting anybody. The result was, as 
might be expected, that the single 
item of expense was enormous. As 
Mr. Homer said, bills of all kinds 
came piling in in a promiscuous man- 
ner and no one knew anything about 
them. 
Mr. Homer took up an item in 


the schedule by way of illustration. 
Engineer Hnll was paying fifteen cents 
a pound for hemp packing. Mr. Homer 
claimed that out at the C., P. & V. 
shops the same kind of packing was 
bought for ten and eleven cents a 
pound. Mr. Homer said that when the 
requisition was presented to the board 
they could talk over prices, etc., and 
he was 'confident they could save a 
great deal of money. 


This is the first move to introduce a 


little system in the management of 
affairs ai the water wokrs buiding, 
and it will be approved on all sides as 
a step in the right direction. 


J. B. W)ller wanted his water rent 


reduced. He is paying for a nine room 
house, when he really only uses water in 
only one room, and that isto operate a 
little water moter to pump cistern 
water to a cistern on his roof. The 
board took the matter under advise- 
ment until the next meeting. 
In the 


meantime they will visit Mr. Weller 
and have a lunch on him. 


On motion of Mr. Homer, the rules 


were changed slightly. 
It was ordered 


that hereafter only a licensed plumber 
should make any connection with the 
mains, or any connections pertaining 
thereto. 
Another change was made in 


the si«e of nozzles of hose. 
Instead of 


one-eighth it was changed from one- 
fourth to one-half an inch. 


Mr. Homer noticed on the schedule 


that they were paying §34.13 for gas at 
the pumping station, and the Street 
Railroad company was charged $26.34 
for water. 
He moved that the board 


consult with the Railroad company 
to see if they could not exchange 
water for light. 
This prevailed. Mr. 


Homer said he was favorable to get- riving 
ting all the light possible, and 
thought the'light at present was in- 
sufficient. 
It was decided to give-the Oook well 


system a test, and Mr. J. B. Sands, an 
expert, who is in the city, was hired at 
§3 a day to make the test. He will 
sink wells and see whether or not the 
water that will be obtained by this 
system will be pure and soft. 
If the 


water is all right, then the board will 
undoubtedly .give the Oook wells a 
trial. 


The finance committee of tho city 


council asked that the $2,500 interest 
due in November be advanced the city 
to avoid making a temporary Jloan. 
Owing to the action of the council in 
seizing the 82,500 paid by Overturf's 
bondsmen, it was decided not to grant 
tho request for the present. 
In the 


meantime the $2,500 will be investi- 
gated and steps taken to recover it, if 
it 
rightfully belongs to the water 


works. 


A sis-inch main will be laid on 


Eleventh street for two hundred feet, 
between Lincoln and Hutchins streets, 
and eight hundred feet of four-inch 
main on Boundary street. 


Secretary Hall then read his monthly 


and annual reports. i^They both follow:

The following obituary notice, •writ- 


ten .from Los Angeles, OaJ., by Mr. 
T. J. Coohrane, will be of interest to 
many Portsmouth friends. 
Mr. Ooch- 


rana says he was a member of old Com- 
pany G, and one of the most papular 
men in the army. He was well known 
to Mr. Geo. O. Newman, Capt. Jack, 
Oapt. Miller, Dan Spry, Davy Jones 
and others, and was highly esteemed. 
Mr. Cochrane 's eloquent obituary fol- 
lows: 


S. 0. Simpson, who died suddenly 


in this city on the 17th day of May, 
was once well known in Portsmouth, 
and some of his friends there still sur- 
vive him. Many of our readers will 
be interested in his history, He was 
born in Ohio sixty-two yeara ago. 
In 


his early life he was a olerk of steam- 
boats on the Ohio river,' among others 
one of the Bostona's. When the War of 
the Rebellion broke out Mr. Simpson 
was visitiung in Portsmouth and en- 
listed in the first call for troops by 
President Lincoln and joined Company 
G of the First Ohio Volunteers. At the 
close of the first campaign, when mus- 
tered out of the service, he went to 
Otnornnati and engaged in the whole- 
sale business. In ,;the early seventies 
he went to Lexington, Ky., where he 
spent several years in the leather trade. 
Still later ho romoved to Eagle Pass, 
Texas, on the Rio Grande, and. opened 
a private bank, whioh recently na- 
tionalized as The Simpson National 
bank, of which his son is cashier. Here 
his family lives — his wife, son and 
three daughters, two of whom are mar- 
ried. 


Mr. Simpson was eminently success- 


ful in business life and was practically 
a retired banker, spending most of his 
time in Los Angeles. Mrs. Simpson 
and two daughters, who have spent 
several snmmers on Oalina Island, were 
soon to rejoin husband and father in 
thia city, some day to become their 
new home. 


He was a man of most excellent 


character. In some good qualities he 
had no peer. His unselfishness was 
amazing as compared with the self- 
interest of even generous men. His 
habit of life was to give to assist and 
to relieve suffering. Dumb brutes and 
birds were subjects of hia sypinathy, as 
•well as mankind. He took little inter- 
est in the prosperous and the happy. 
He would stop _and gaze sadly at the 
..patrol 
wagon bearing 
unfortunate 


'victims to 
the station, hospital or 


'morgue, and let the gay tally-ho or 
'flashing drag pass by unheeded. 
His 


-acts of mecry were numerous and un- 
fold, save by the receding angel. He 
loved to help the destitute and to ac- 
company the miserable to higher walks. 
It was his helping hand that lifted re- 
cently a young man from the depths of 
desair and stayed his suicidal inten- 
tions. His solicitude for the sick among 
his friends and acquaintances increased 
•with his years. 
Such a call .to him 


was paramount to any duty whatever. 
He was constitutionally 
eccentric, 


original and independent. His constant 
habit of mind was to ponder and re- 
volve some abstract subject leading 
along social linos. 
Thejdiacontent of 


these times was a serious matter to 
him. Ho was a good listener and heard 
as many speakers na he could reach 
upon all sorts of subjocts, but preferred 
religious and socuUgabove others. 
He 


loved eloquence and regarded oratory 
as the anblirnest art and greatest gift 
to man. He has heard all tho fine 
speakers ofjonr country for a genera- 
tion and enjoyed the thrill of their rhe- 
torical climaxes. From the galleries of 
congress, in tho winter of 1800, he 
listened to tho fiery eloquence of the 
leaders of secession in their valedictory 
orations to tha United States — Toombs, 
"Saucey, Davis, Benjamin and others. 
He attended every session and heard 
every address made at the Congress of 
Religions at the Chicago Centennial. 
By nature nnd education he possessed a 
keen appreciation of tho beautiful in 
language and was an expert, so to 
speak, in eloquence. 


I knew him well. He was trne, un- 


selfish, brave, just, and aways in heart- 
touch with tho infirmities of hia fel- 
low man.

"Snjrar Trust Exists No Longer." 


We are assured by The Sugar Trade 


Journal of May 13—organ of the Sugar 
trust—that "if «ver a monopoly existed 
iu the sugar refining business it exists 
no longer, and it is not likely that it 
will ever be renewed." This is delight- 
ful news. The Journal was discussing 
an amendment to the senate bill to have 
refined sugars pay the samo duties as 
raw sugars in cases where the manufac- 
ture is controlled by a monopoly. If this 
"visionary proposal" should pass the 
senate, it would jeopardize the tariff 
bill aud the Sugar trust's tens of 
millions of surplus profits, which are so 
near at hand that the mouths of Have- 
meyer and Searles are watering for them. 
The Sugar trust trembles at tho prospect 
and tries to keep np its courage by hav- 
ing its organ inform the world that "A 
lot of such visionary proposals will, no 
doubt, be introduced while the bill is 
under discussion, but in the end the 
sound judgment men will control and a 
tariff bill be passed without very ranch 
change from the senate schedule." 


The trust may be right. It usually is, 


for it can predict what will happen to 
the sugar schedule of the senate bill. It 
knows what demands will bo made by 
its agents and tools in the senate, and 
it also knows the power of those who 
make demands to enforce them. It puts 
§70,000,000 against the interests of 70, 
000,000 people, and it knows from ex 
perience which has most weight in th 
senate, where two or three hold thebal 
ance of power.

The appeal of Mr. Lewis 
(Dem., 


Wash.) taken last Thursday from the 
decision of the chair that a resolution 
relating to foreign affairs did not con- 
stitute a question of privilege, was laid 
on the table, and after the skirmish 
over the methods of procedure three 
special orders were successively adopt- 
ed by two of which the senate bills 
making a special appropriation for the 
government printing 
office 
and 
for 


granting secretary of the navy author- 
ity to contract with any two vessels to 
carry contributed supplies to India 
were passed. 


The other provided for the consider- 


ation of the bill to prevent collisions 
upon harbors, rivers and inland waters 
of the United States connected 
with 


the ocean. Mr. Payne, in charge of the 
latter bill, was forced to abandon it for 
the day to avoid 
the 
point of no 


quorum. 
, 


The conference report on the sundry 


civil bill was adopted. The compro- 
mise relative to the revocation of 
President Cleveland's forest reserva- 
tion excited some comment. Mr. Loud 
(Pop., Cal.) objected to one feature of

was not carried to the point of a divis- 
ion. 


Mr. Richardson opened the attaclf on 


the inaction of the house and protested 
vigorously against the present method 
of doing business.

dictates what we shall do and shall not 
do.

"Congress met on the 4th of March 


and the committees were appointed in 
December," replied Mr. Richardson, 
"but congress was only in session four 
days." 


"That's the fact I wanted to bring 


out," said Mr. Dalzell. 


Mr. Simpson (Pop., Kan.) 
remarked 


upon the spectacle presented by the 
house "because of the refusal of the 
speaker to obey the rules and appoint 
the committees. We must come," he 
' continued, "to the committee on rules 
as supplicants." 


Continuing, Mr. Simpson said: "Over 


3,500 bills had been introduced at this 
session, 1,166 were for the relief of old 
soldiers. 


"The Republicans," said he, "claim 


to be the especial guardians of the old 
soldier. Why don't they consider these 
measures. Then, there is the 
bank- 


ruptcy bill, for the passage of which 
there is a great 
demand throughout 


the country." 


"Is there any greater demand now

"There is," retorted 
Mr. Simpson, 


"because the prosperity you promised 
has not materialized and the people

Oinoinnai Enquirer yesterday under a 
Portsmouth date line. It was sent.by 
the correspondent here, who ia a mem- 
ber of the Blade staff and high in the 
council of the Hanna 
faction.

makes interesting reading: 


"Portsmouth, Ohio, May 31.—The 


Republican party has not been in such 
a complicated condition for years as at 
present with regard to factional fenda 
and internal dissensions. The Foraker 
and anti-Foraker factions are perhaps 
more widely apart and more bitter 
toward each other than ever before, 
and this is only a'portion of the party's 
troubles.

"Many Republicans in the county 


deserted the party standard last year 
on the money question, and many more 
declare"their intention of 
breaking 


party ties on the same issue this year, 
as well as upon the general failure of 
the leaders to redeem a single one of 
the promises made so lavishly last year. 


"And still another, and possibly the 


most potent factor 
in the existing 


demoralization, is the general feeling 
among people of all parties that the 
affairs of the county have been badly 
and inefficiently managed for a num- 
ber of yeais, resulting in unnecessary 
burdens upon the taxpayers. 


"While it is.not charged that there 


has 
been anything more than in- 


.competenoy and inefficiency 
in the 


managemeent of the 'county's affairs, 
there are vague whisperings that self- 
interest and ting methods have had 
much to do with producing the oon- 
ditio'ns of which the people so gener- 
ally complain, and that the only prac- 
tical method of improving existing 
-conditions is to turn the leaders of both 
factions out of power. 


"Amendment and betterment have 


been repeatedly promised, first by the 
leaders of one and then of the other 
factions, if thay were placed in control 
of-the county, but the only perceptible 
change has been to go from
